The application has been amended as follows: 

- Claims 43-72 have been cancelled. 
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2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art doers 
not teach nor suggest an electrostatic powder coating method and apparatus using an apparatus 
utilizing a mixer comprising a sump having at least two elongate mixing shafts with the claimed 
oriented paddles to rotate in opposing directions to charge coating powder, and supplying the 
charged coating powder to an applicator for electrostatically powder coating substrates/ solid 
dosage forms. 

The closest prior art: US 5151739 is an electrostatographic reproduction device utilizing a 
sump having two rotating blade shafts, a powder feed roller, and development roller provided 
within a chamber for image printing. US 5307124 disclose a similar electrostatic reproduction 
device utilizing a tribocharging sump to charge powder. US 3323933 and 4146323 teach 
tribocharging powders and to form a powder cloud utilizing rotating blades and a slotted/ 
recessed auger in a xerographic development system, respectively. It is the Examiner's opinion 
that the Stated Prior Art does not teach, nor fairly suggest to combine, the cited references to 
produce the invention in this Application.
